The fact that United 
States bonds are not subject to taxes 
of any character-Federal, State, or 
municipal-is a valuable feature of 
that form of investment.

A coupon bond is payable to the 
hearer. It may he bought and sold 
without formality as freely as any 
kind of property and without in- 
dorsements of any kind.

Such assignment is made by the 
owner filling in the blank form on 
the back of the bond, and must be 
witnessed by some officer authorized 
by the regulations of the Treasury 
Department to witness assignments.

The Ixaiks of the four per cent 
loan of 1907 are closed for the whole 
month preceding the payment of a 
quarter's interest. On other loans 
the books are closed for fifteen days 
preceding the interest payment. Dur- 
ing this period no transfers are made,

First they go into embarrassment and 
then into theft, and when a man gets 
as far on as that he does not stop short 
of the | cnitentiary. There is not a 
tbe llt.nl where there are not 
victims o; tiusauctitied amusements. 
How often I have hail parents come to 
mc and ask me to go and licg their Ivoy 
off from the consequence of crimes 
that he had committed against his em- 
ployer — the taking of funds out of the 
employer's till, or the disnrrangeinenis 
of the accounts! Why, he bad salary 
enough to pay all lawful expenditure, 
but not enough salary lo meet his sin- 
ful amusements. And again andagain 
1 have gone and implored for tae 
young man— sometimes, alas! the peti- 
tion unavailing. 

How brightly the path of unre- 
strained amusement opens! The young 
man say>- ' Now I am off for a good 
time. Never mind economy; I'll get 
money somehow. W hat a "line road! 
W bat a lieautiful day for a ride! Crack 
the whip and over the turnpike! Come, 
boys, till high your glasses! Drink! 
Long life, health, plenty of rides just 
like this!" Hard-working men hear 
the rlatter of the hoofs and look up 
anil say. -Why. I wonder where 
those fellows get their nionev from. 
We hare to toil and drudge". They 
do nothing." To thes- gay men life- 
is a thrill and an excitement. They 
stare at other people and in turn arc 
stared at. The watch chain jingles. 
The cup foams. The checks flush, the 
eyes flash. The midnight hears their 
guffaw. They swagger. They jostle 
decent men off the sidewalk. They 
takc the name of Cod iu vain. They 
pari«ly the hymn they learned at their 
mother's knee; and to all pictures of 
coining disaster they cry out, "Who 
cares!" and to the counsel of some 
C hristian friend, "Who are you? " I'as--

Mother will goto 
her little garden and get the sweetest, 
flowers and twist them into a chaplct 
for the silent heart of the wayward 
boy and push back from the bloated 
brow the long locks that were once 
her pride. And the air will Is- rent 
Willi tlu' father's cry: "t>h, my son, 
my son, iny poor sou; would God 1 had 
died for thee, oh, my son. my son!" 

You may judge of amusements by 
their effect upon physical he alth . The 
need of many good people is physical 
rccui cration. There are Christian 
men who write hard things against 
their immortal souls when there is 
nothing the matter with them but an 
incompetent liver. There are Christian 
people who seem to think that il is a 
gisjil sign to be poorly, and because 
Kichard llaxterand l'obert Hall were 
invalids they think that by the same 
sickness they may come to the same 
grandeur of character. I want to tell 
Christian poopia libel God will hold 
you rcsponsi'.e for your invalidism if 
it is your ow n fault, and when through 
right exercise and prudence you might 
be athlet.c and well.
